Oficers at Cripple Creek Sorced 
To Resign To Escape 
Lynching 


RUNNING UNION MINERS 
OUT OF TELLER COUNTY 


Threats Made on All Sides To Hang 
Union Leaders and Alleged Un- 
ion Sympathieers Now Un- 
der Arrest in Cripple 
Creek District. 


Colo., June pe Gov- 
A. Haggott is consider- 
ing the question of declaring martial 
law in Teller county. He said tonight 
that he had written a proclamation for 
that purpose, but was holding it back 
pending further advices on the eitua- 
tion there. He intimated that the 
proclamation probably would be pub- 
lished within’ a few hours. The gover- 
nor said that two companies of militia 
were already under arms in the Cripple 
Creek district, having been called out 
by the local peace officers. His latest 
advices were that no further disturb- 
ances had occurred in the camp. He 
did not know, he said, that the author- 
ities had arranged to deport all union 
miners. 

Adjutant General Sherman M. Bell 
and six officers of the national guard 
left Denver for Cripple Creek tonight. 
General Bell safd he was going up 
merely to “size up the situation.’ It 
is probable that the martial law proc- 
lamation will be issued on his arriva] at 
Cripple Creek. 

Militia Companies in Control. 

Cripple » Creek, Colo., June 7.—Apart 
from a few small fights in connection 
with the rounding up and arresting of 
union miners, ho outbreak has occurred 
in this district today. Two local militia 
companies and a small army of armed 
deputies under Sheriff Edward Bell are 
in full control of the camp. Though 
there has been no turbulence today, there 
is an undercurrent of feeling which 
bodes {ll 

Secretary Clarence Hamlin, of the 
Mine Owners’ Association, declared to- 
day that two prisoners now held in the 
armory in Victor would be run over the 
hills and warned never to return. There 
is a minority element that yants to hang 
N. W O'Connell, former marshal vf 
Victor, suspended and under arrest, and 
also Alfred Miller, charged with having 
started the riot, which resulted :in the 
killing of Roxie McGee at the mass meet- 
in Victor yesterday afternoon anil 
several other leaders. No hanging will 
take place, however, in all probability 
unless resistance is offered by word or 
action of the prisoners. It would re- 
quire but little to have. a wholesale 
hanging.

Officers Threatened with Noose. 

City Marshal W. J. Graham was forced 
to resign by the citizens’ committee, 
headed by E. C. Newcomb, cashier of 
the First national bank, and Charles N. 
Crowder was appointed as his successor 
by the city council, which convened at 
once to confirm him. 

Justice of the Peace C. M. Harrington 

said to be a union sympathizer, heard 
that the committee was to wait on him 
and tendered his resignation before the 
committee could see him. County Judge 
Albert 8S. Frost is out of the city, but 
it is said he will: be asked to resign as 
soon as he arrives here, and so will 
Frank P. Mannix, county clerk and 
recorder. Both are attending the demo- 
cratic convention in Pueblo. 
J%t ig further reparted that Assistant 
District Attorney J. C. Cole, who is very 
disliked by mine owners and members of 
the citizens’ alliance, will be compelled 
to relinquish his office. All officeholders 
whose resignations have been demanded 
have furnished them when threatened 
with hanging. 

Photographs of Charles McCormack 
and Melvin Beck, who were killed by 
an infernal machine in the Vindicator 
mine November 21. 1903, and of other 
Vindicator miners, were found in posses- 
sion of Frank Cochrane, secretary of 
one of the miners’ unions of Victor. 
This discovery greatly agitated officials 
of the Mine Owners’ Association, who 
declared that Cochrane shall be hanged 
until he discloses all that. he knows con- 
cerning the outrage. They believe he 
has information that will lead to the 
arrest of the perpetrators of that crime. 

It was estimated at 4 o'clock this after- 
noon that 1,000 deputies had been sworn 
in by Sheriff Bell. The Victor Record 
was censored by a special committee ap- 
pointed by the sheriff before publication 
was permitted today.

Investigation in Kloeckler Case .This Morning Will 
Be Conducted in Detailed Manner---Many 
Witnesses Summoned. 


HESD foregoing are the twelve 
T men selected by Coroner Stamps 

yesterday morning from which to 
empanel a jury this morning to hold 
an inquest on the body of Miss Sophie 
Kloeckler, whose tragic death at Luke- 
wood has caused such a wkiespread 
sensation. It will be seen that the 
twelve men selected ure among the most 
prominent business men and physicilang 
in the city. 

The coroner drew the names of the 
first six from the grand jury box at the 
courthouse yesterday morning at 10 
o'clock. He wanted some of the most 
representative men in the city, and he 
knew that he could get only such from 
the grand jury list. f 

At the suggestion of Solicitor Hill he 
sclected six of the best known physi- 
clans in the city, as the solicitor wanted 
medical experts on the jury. 

From the lst of twelve the eoroner 
will select six tils morning as a jury. 
All the twelve have been summoned to 
appear at the court house, and they will 
be present this morning at 8 o'clock, the 
hour set for the inquest. 

“I was determined,” stated the cor- 
oner when asked for the names of the 
men who. will’ make up the new jury 
of inquest, “that there shuuld be no 
criticism on the jury. All I want in 
this matter ig justice. My mind has al! 
along been without bias. Right now, 
if a murder has been committed, I 
would give $50 out of my own pocket to 
bring the murderer to justice. I went

The names selected by the coroner 
will make one of the most representa- 
tive juries ever empaneled in Fulton 
county. EXvery one of the men stand 
very high in the community, and are 
well known as business men and men 
of the medical profession. 

The man’s cuff found at Lakewood near 
the spot where Miss Kloeckler’s hat was 
picked up, the watch chain which was 
discovered at the same spot and the 
young woman's hat will be shown to the 
Jury. 

It has been decided to hold the inquest 
in the grand jury room and it is very 
probable that the examination of wit- 
nesses will be behind closed doors and 
that the public and the newspaper men 
will not be allowed to hear the evidence 
Solicitor Hill has stated that he did not 
think it wise to have the investigation 
public because if the evidence developed 
the fact that suspicion pointed to any 
person the publication of the evidence 
yould put that person on notice. 

John B. Monaghan, Solicitor Hill's bai- 
liff, has worked industriously on the 
case since the solicitor decided to con- 
duct the examination of witnesses. He 
has secured the names of several new 
witnesses and has furnished their ad- 
dresses to the coroner. 

Among those who will be present when 
the inquest is held will be Detective Ser- 
geant Harvey Bedford, who has worked 
untiringly on the case ever since the 
day Miss Kloeckler first disappeared. He 
will be at the solicitor’s side and wil! as- 
sist him when the witnesses are placed 
on the stand to testify. 


Close Examination. 
It is believed the s0Olicitor wfl go a 


little further than the direct examination 
of witnesses and wil! insist upon the 
members of the family and the triends of 
the young woman stating what suspicions 
they have, !f any, and to whom such 
suspicions point. He will, it is said, place 
great streSs upon the evidence of the 
physicians who examined the body and 
who held the autopsy. In speaking along 
this line yesterday morning the solicitor 
said: - 

“If the physicians made a full and eor- 
rect autopsy it seems to me that they 
muSt,certainly have ascertained whether 
or not Miss Kloeckler met her death by 
violence or if there was were any signs 
Of a struggle. I place great importance 
on this feature of the case. I want to 
know what signs there were of violence 
or of a struggle.’’ 

When asked about the new inquest yes- 
terday Coroner Stamps said: 

“I have consulted with the solicitor and 
have hag sunmimoned all the witnesses be 
wanted and all those who testified at the 
first inquest. I have drawn a new jury 
and they will be on hand to be ¢mpanel- 
ed wyen the investigation begins in the 
grand jury room. I have done everything 
in my power to have ag full and com- 
plete an investigation as the solicitor may 
wish. It was my opinion that the first 
inquest was as full as the facts in the 
case warranted, but since it has develop- 
ed that a new inquest was desired I have 
acted in cooperation witt the solicitor 
and we will go into the case again and 
get at all the facts.” 

Sergeant Bedford when asked about 
what he thought of the new inquest made 
the following statement: 

“As I have said before, all I want to 
bring out is every fact that can throw 
any light on the affair, whether those 
facts tend to show a case of ssuicide or 
murder. I have been worried some with 
all sorts of wild suggestions, well meant, 
perhaps, from citizens who have felt a 
deep interest in the matter. I have even 
been requested to make arrests, and in 
one instance there was a demand that 
I arrest a certain young Man in the city 
who it was claimed was Under suspicion. 
I have had to decline following such sug- 
gestions because there was not a sointil- 
la of evidence against any of those al- 
leged to be under suspicion. I have some 
new evidence to present to the coroner's 
jury which may throw more light on the 
mystery.” 

Officers Confer. 

Barly yesterday morning Coroner 
Stamps and Solicitor Hill held qa long 
consultation for the purpose of making 
the final arrangements for ‘the inquest 
this morning. The solicitor stated to 
the coroner that he would be ready 
this morning to proceed with the case. 
The coroner informed Mr, Hill that all 
the witnesses had been summoned. and 
that a new jury had been drawn. 

There will be about thirty witnesses 
who wil] testify before the jury. This 
inclUdes -members of Miss Kloeckler’s 
family, all the officers who have work- 
ed on the case, the physicians who ex- 
amined the body when it was first taken 
from the water, and those who held 
an autopsy after it was exhumed, the 
man who found the hat on the lace 
shore, the ladies who saw Miss Kloeck- 
ler going to Lakewood on a trolley car 
the morning she. disappeared, the em- 
ployer of Miss Kloeckler at the Model 
Bakery, the trolley car conductor on 
whose car the young woman rode into 
the city from her home, and several 
new witnesses, whose names the coro- 
ner will not make public, 


PLANT ESTATE 
TO BE REMOVED 


New Haven, Conn., June 7.—Attorneys 
representing the heirs of the late Henry 
Bradley Piant announced today that a 
settlement preparatory to the transfer- 
ring of the assets of the estate to New 
York has been reached. 

The details of the agreement were not 
made known, and Attorney Arthur L. 
Shipman, of Hartford, of counsel for the 
heirs, stated that it would be some time 
before they would be made public. 

The estato of Mr. Pinnt when he died 
was worth over $16,000,000 and there 
had been a long fight against its being 
transferred to New York by several of 
the heirs, principally among whom were 
Charles E. Hoadley, Horace G. Hoadley 
and Emma J. Hoadley, of Waterbury, 
children of a half-brother of the late 
Millionaire. Attorneys for the latter 
admitted tonight that a compromise had 
been effected, 

The estate now is worth $22,000,000.

Battle Ship Not for Tangier. 

Washington, June 7.—The state de- 
partment has decided that the situation 
in Morocco does not warrant a change 
in tM itinerary of the big battie ship 
fleet under Rear Admiral Barker's em 
ma now lying at Lisbon, Portugal. 
So, according to the ofigina] plan, these 
ships will get under way on the {6th 
instant and enter the Mediterranean, 
not stopping at Tangier, but procreding 
straight on to Grecian waters.

DRESSED LIKE PIRATES 
SOLDIERS MADE ATTACE 

London, June 8.—Ernest Brindle, The 
Daily Mail’s Correspondent In Manchu- 
ria, in a description of the death of 
Lewis Etzel, the correspondent of The 
Daily Telegraph, who was shot by Chi- 
rese soldiers while in a junk between 
Shwantaitze and Erdiko, says: 

“Our intention was to cruise along the 
Liao-Tung coast. About 6 o'clock in 
the morning the junk was surrounded by 
four sailing boats manned by Chinese 
soldiers, who, without explanation, open- 
ed fire, their shots falling all over our 
hboit. We were below reading and writ- 
ing, and Etzel, looking out, received a 
fearfu] wound in the back of his head 
and expired in a few moments. 

“The soldiers, who were dresseqg like 
pirates, said they mistook us for a pri- 
vate boat they were seeking. They af- 
terwards donned uniforms, 

“I walked to Tien Chwangtai to sum-

Viadivostok, June 6.—All is quiet here. 
It can be stated that Port Arthur is 
abundantiy supplied with provisions and 
munitions of war. The bulk of the sup- 
plies there was sent from here before 
communication was cut off. There is also 
plenty of everything remaining at Vladi- 
voStok, except sugar. Kerosene is alse 
scarce among the civillans but the quan. 
tity on hand is adequate for 
the needs of the garrison. Trade with 
the interior is improving. A train of ten 
cars laden with miscellaneous goods is 
dispatched daily. The railway is open. 
Much excitement has been caused by 
the reported discovery of gold in the vicin- 
ity of the mouth of the Amur river. Sev- 
eral hundred prospectors have already

Pekin, June 7.—The Chinese officials 
here officially deny that they 
have the slightest reason to doubt 
General Ma's abilfty to control his troops. 
General Ma has been strictly ordered to 
prevent any outbreak and none is likely 
to oceur. Viceroy Alexieff’s Manchurian 
proclamation charging the villages with 
the duty of protecting the railway un- 
der pain of extermination is creating a 
bad impreesion here.

Chefoo, June 7.—An impression pre- 
vails here that a naval battle took place 
last night in the gulf of Pechili, Pas- 
sengers on steamers passing the Liao- 
Tieshan promontory at the time did not 
hear any firing while reports come from 
Teng-Chow of heavy firing being heard 
there from I! o'clock last night until 2 
o'clock this morning.

Vigilance Committee Controls. 

A thoroughly organized vigilance com- 
mittee has taken charge of the govern- 
ment of Teller county, and large squads 
of armed men are patrolling the district. 
These men are osténsibly acting under 
orders of Edward Bell, the new sheriff, 
who is a large groperty owner and gn 
outspokem opponent of the miners’ union. 
The first act of Sheriff Bell was to take 
away the star of Under Sheriff Burton. 
Then he appointed twenty-five deputies, 
to which force large additions have since 
been made, and later he disarmed the 
union officers who had been appointed by 
City Marsha] O’Connell, of Victor. 

Meantime O'Connell had visited the 
mine owners’ headquarters, in which 
about thirty armed men had assembled, 
and demanded that they surrender their 
arms to him. He was forcibly ejected, 
and after being deposed from office by 
Mayor French, was placed under arrest, 
Many of the other regularly chosen po- 
lice officers of the various towns in the 
district also have been deposed and some 
of them locked up. The sentiment of 
the mine owners, as voiced by C. C. Ham- 
lin, secretary of the association, is that 
all union men must be driven out of the 
camp. 

His declaration that the time had come 
to “purge the district’’ started the riot- 
ing at the mass meeting in Victor, called 
to discuss the dynamite outrage at In- 
dependence. 

‘Tt's up to you to drive these scoun- 
drels out,’’ Hamlin had declared, where- 
upon Alf Miller, a union man who had 
been sworn in as deputy sheriff, raised 
his rifle and tnquired: ‘‘Whom are you 
referring to” 

Miller's rifle was seized and the shoot- 
ing began, which resulted in the killing 


of Roxey McGee, a non-union miner, and | 


the wounding of six other persons, one 
of whom has since died. 

During the night many arrests were 
made in Victor, Goldfield and Independ- 
ence. The union stores in Victor and 
Goldfield were wrecked and the stocks 
ecattered in the streets by a mob. 

A posse of 300 deputy sheriffs arrived 
ries and revolvers and is now 
scouring the hills of the Cripple Crtek 
district wfth the object of rounding up 
every union man and idler In the camp. 
They will be escorted tagthe county lines 
and warned never again to return to Tel- 
ler county. 

Union Men Will Resist. 


The union men are also well armed and 
say they will resist any attempt at de- 
portation. Many of them are desper- 
ate. 

Two thousand persons congregated tis

armed squads are searching for several

Hamlin, of the mine owners association, 
ostensibly to give an opportunity for free 
and fair discusssion of matters involved 
in the strike, but that as a matter of 
fact the scabs employed in the mines 
were to play the part of miners.

The members were greatly incensed by 
the discovery of what they regarded as 
evidence of the existence: of a prot in 
the Victor:Miners' Union for wholesale 
assassinations of mine owners and min- 
ers, This evidence was a bundle of forty 
marked photographs found by Lieutenant 
Keegan in the union hall. 

On the back of some of the photographs 
was the name of James Cochran, sec- 
retary of the union. The photographs 
were of groups of men employed in va- 
rious mines. 
Was a group of the night shift of the 
Vindicator. The photograph contains 
about twenty portraits, five of which 
were numbered from one tw five. On the 
back were written the names of the per- 
sons numbered. Of the five names those 
of Charles McCormick and Mel Beck 
had been crossed out. The two men had 
been killed in the Vindicator explosion 
last November. 

On other photographs, similarly arrang- 
ed, it Is asserted, there are crossed out 
the names of the men who have disap- 
peared and whose whereabouts or dé-

Miners Deported by Wholesale. 


Colorado Springs, Col., June 7.—A spe- 
celal train, consisting of an engine and 
two coaches, bearing fifty union miners, 
deported from Cripple Creek by the citi- 
zens, passed through this city this even- 
ing. It was going at the rate of 30 
miles an hour and did not stop here. 
The front car was empty and the second 
car nad all the blinds drawn and armed 
guards were on the platform. The po- 
lice and sheriff's officers were deter- 
mined not to let the deported men stop 
here and arrangements were mafle to 
carry them past this city. It is pre- 
sumed they are headed for Denver. 
About 300 people were at the station to 
see the train pass througn, but there 
was no demonstration.

CLEVER STROKE 
TO PLEASE FRANCE 


How Secretary Hay Has Handled 
the Perdicaris Case, 


‘< 


Scared the Sultan of Morocco by a 
Naval Demonstration, and Then 
Appealed to the Good Of- 
fices of the French 
Republic. 


Washington, June 7.—(Special.)—Strik- 
ingly similar in some respecta to the cap- 
ture by Bulgarian bandits, several years 
ago, of Miss Ellen Stone, an American 
missionary in Turkey, the recent kid- 
naping by a band of Moorish brigands 
Of Ion Perdicaris, a wealthy American 
resident of Tangier, Morocco, promises 
international results of far-reaching im- 
portance which did not follow in the case 
of Miss Stone. 

The prompt dispatch of seven American 
warships to Tangicr, followed by the 
ultimatum of the Washington government 
to the sultan of Morocco, informing him 
that should Perdicaris be harmed no na- 
tion if the world could prevent the prompt 
avenging of the wrong by the United 
States, has given to Burope another 
forceful Illustration of  strighttorward 
American diplomacy, which will not soon 
be forgotten, 

This statement was made to me today 
by a European minister, who. has spent 
a number of years in Morocco and knows 
the situation there very thoroughly. 
There can be no dowbdt that President 
Roosevelt and Secretary Hay propose to 
rescue Perdicaris from the brigands alive 
if that be possible. If Perdicaris is mur- 
dered they propose to see to it that Ral- 
suil, the leader of the band who kid- 
napéd him, and his followers are pun- 
ished with death. They will look to the 
sultan of Morocco first to punish the 
kidnapers and if he fails, recourse must 
be had to an armed expedition. It is not 
expected that the government will be 
forced to go to the latter extreme, 

Waiting on France. 

For the present this government will 
await the result of the efforts of France 
to secure the release of Perdicaris and 
his stepson, Mr. Varley, a British sub- 
ject. As soon as this government Was 
informed last week of the capture of 
Perdicaris, orders were promptly cabled 
to the Canaries directing Rear Admiral 
Chadwick, upon his oe there, to Send 
a ship at full speed to Tangier, and to 
follow with his other ships as s0on as 
they could coal. At the same time Mr. 
Gummero, the American consul at Tan- 
gier, wags instructed to demand of the 
sultan the immediate apprehension of the 


}brigands and the rescue of Perdicaris. 


A few days later Mr. Gummero was ad- 


‘vised by the sultan’s representative that 


Raisuli had sent a message stating the 
terms upon which he-would release fits 
captive. These terms included the pay- 
ment of a ransom of $55,000, the recog- 
nition by the sultan of Ratsuli’s sover- 
eignty over a considerable part of Mo- 
roceo an& a joint guarantee by Great 
Britaint and thé United States that Ral- 
suli and his fellow-brigands should not 
he punished for the kidnaping of Per- 
dicarés and Varley, or for the many other 
depredations which the band has com- 
mitted. 

It took Secretary Hay just long enough 
to read the terms for him to decide that 
they were as impertinent as they were 
impossible, and Consul Gummero Was ca- 
bled to say as mucn to the sultan. 

The next news Of Perdicaris was a 
threat from Raisuli that unless his terms 
were promptly complied with his captives 
would be killed. Again the Washington 
government sent a prompt and forecful 
reply; Rear Admiral Jewell, commander 
in chief of the European squadron, who 
had just arrived at the Canaries, was or- 
dered to sail at once for Tangier and join 
Admiral Chadwick in the harbor there, 

When the guns of seven American War- 
ships were frowning upon the illy forti- 
fied town of Tangier and the Washington 
government was in @a position to back 
up its demands with force, Secretary Hay, 
by a clever diplomatic stroke, held his 
naval force in abeyance ang obtained the 
active assistance of the French govern- 
ment, whose position in Morocco is far 
stronger than that of any foreign power. 
Mr. Porter, our ambassador at Paris, was 
directed to request the French govern- 
ment that it use its good offices toward 
obtaining the release of the American 


captives. 
It Pleased France. 

Nothing could have pleased France 
muie. For a long time she has claim- 
ed a predominant position in Morocco 
and has asserted what might be calied 
a Mvorish Monroe doctrine over. inat 
territory. She has but recently signed 
with ingland a convention by which 
the latter recognized France's superiori- 
ty of interests in Morocco and promises 
to assert no political rights there so 
long as her Egyptian commerce is as- 
sured unobstructed transit to the Medi- 
terianean. This convention is the first 
tungible result of the Aanglo-French en- 
tente which has been so carefully nour- 
ished and cultivated by Lord Lans- 
downe and M. Dricasse ever since King 
Edward and President Loubet excDangea 
visits last year. The understanding 
about Moreecco was not reached with- 
out great opposition from Spain. The 
Spanish government has a claim of long 
sianding for a privileged position in Mv- 
yreceeo. The French government is now 
endeavouring to come to an agreement 
with Spain vn the same subject, but 
i:ttle progress hag been made in the ne- 
yotiations. For the United States at 
this moment to call upon France to in- 
tervene in Morocco in behalf of an Amer- 
ican citizen, is naturally regarded by the 
Paris government as a recognition of 
its poOlicical position in the dominions 
uf the aultan. And it was no surprige to 
secretary Hay that he received prompt 
and favoraodle reply to Nise request. 
Strong hopes are felt here that the 
pressure wich it ts known Frafice wilil 
bring to bear upon the suitan wiil in- 
duce him to get hold of RHaisuli and 
come to some sort of an arrangement 
with him by whieh hig captives will 
soon be released. France is anxious to 
dy this for the reason that she Wishes 
to prove the strength of her position 
1 Morocco arid the efficacy of her 
Morroe doctrine over that territgry. 
A Sritish-American expedition to tne 
mountain ,fastnesses of Morocco, on a 
police mission, would prove a_ seVere

Experience with Brigands. 

There are a number of diplomats in 
Washington who have had experience in 
dealing with brigands. While Sir Henry 
Mortimer Durand, the British ambassa- 
dor, Was serving his government as 
minister at Teheran, it was not an.in- 
frequent thing for some adventuresome 
Britisher touring that country, to be 
kidnaped by Persian brigands. The am- 
bassador tells me that in many cases 
the brigands, fearing punishment, of 
failing to get their ransOm promptly, 
murder their victims. In some of the 
cases the ransoms were. paid and the 
priSoners rescued, but only in a few 
instances was the money ever gotten 
beck and the brigands punished. 

When Mr, Jusserand, the French am- 
bussador, was at Constantinople, ne was 
called on to conduct negotiations for the 
iescue Of a-+French traveler who had 
been captured by Turkish brigands who 
demanded a ransom of $30,000. ‘The 
ransom was paid, put great. difficulty 
was experienced in getting the money 
to the brigands, who were very cir- 
cumspect about there whereabouts that 
they might not be surprised and caught. 
The money was carried by four French- 
men in thelr belts around their wajuts, 
and was in silver. 

The probable release of Perdicaris will 
not relieve the sultan from the respon- 
sibility of maintaining better order in 
his country, for, as it is now, the for- 
eign residents are in constant danger 
of being Kidnaped, and in case the 
ransom is paid to Raisuli the brigands 
will only be encouraged to kidnap other 
foreigners.

In 
the forge the veterinary found the smith 
in a condition of coma, a strong smell 
of carbolic acid pervading the premises. 
Ultmately he discovered that the man 
had drunk oUt of the wrong vessel, and 
imbibed a solution of the acid instead 
of the stout. A doctor was at once sent 
for, but, in the meantime, Mr. Allen ad- 
ministered a dose of turpentine that hap- 
pened to be on the premises, and the man 
not only quickly recovered, but resumed 
his work within an hour,

cases, had been prevousiy unknown, ang 
a representative of The Dally News re- 
cently sought out an expert with a view 
of getting a medical opinion upon a mat- 
ter cf so much importance. ‘"I'he symp- 
toms in the case you mention,” he said. 
“are distinctly those of carbolic acid 
poisoning, and s0 successful does the 
treatment appear to have been that fur- 
ther experiments in the same direction 
are well worth trying. If subsequent 
experiment,confirms the o# of turpentine 
treatment, then on every packet or bottle 
containing carbolic acid should be printed 
this simple antdote.’ :

COUNCIL HEARS 
TAX ORDINANCE 


Lengthy Session Last Night, 
But Nothing Was 
Done. 


The general tax ordinance for the year 
commencing July !, 1904, -and ending 
June |, 1905, was given its first reading 
during an adjourned session of the gen- 
eral council last night. ‘After adopting 
about half of the ordinange as it was 
read the second time, counc!] adjourned 
at I! o'clock to meet again on Thurs- 
day, when an endeavor will be made tu 
complete the second reading and adopt 
the ordinance as a whole. 

The only change of importance made in 
the ordinance last night was regarding 
boarding houses. It was decided to 
charge $15 per annum for boarding 
huoses which take transient guests or 
which have twenty or more boarders. 

During the first part of the session of 
last evening Councilman Terrell moved 
that council reconsider its action in ap- 
propriating $30,000 for the purchase of 
Piedmont park, giving as his reason the 
fact that council is undertaking to pledge 
future councils to the payment of the re. 
mainder of the amount. He said this 
was illegal 

Councilman Hynds_ took 
that the $20,000 which appears in the 
apportionment sheet is to be paid this 
year and that the reference to what 
future councils should do was merely a 
report by a special committee. Counci! 
voted down the motion of Councilman 
Terrell. 

Councilman Terrell also presented an 
amendment to the tax ordinance provid- 
ing for a tax of $200 per annum upon 
boarding houses operating exclusively for 
women, the intention being to license 
houses of.questionable character, but this 
amendment was lost by a large majority. 

Alderman Woodward secured the floor 
upon a question of personal privilege and 
stated that the newspapers had quoted 
him as saying that “‘not a meeting of the 
park board had been held last year ex- 
cept those forced by his action In refus- 
ing to sign vouchers,’’ when he had in- 
tended saying that “hardly a meeting had 
been held.”” He also stated that bis ad- 
vice to .ayor Howell to “throw over the 
whole business and appoint a jyark com- 
mission that would attend to business” 
had been a little more drastic than he 
had intended, caused by the fact that he 
had forgotten to refer to an ordinance: 
which declares vacant the seats of those 
board members who fai! to attend. with- 
out excuse, tWo consecutive meetings of 
their boards, 

Fourteen members of council, City At- 
torney Mayson and City Clerk Campbell 
attended the meeting of fast evening.

KNIGHTS OF COLUMBUS MEET. 


Great Showing Made Order During 
Year Just Passed. 
Louisville, Ky., June 7.—The Knights 
of Columbus began their national coun- 
cil in Louisville today, one hundred and 
fifty delegates being in attendance. After 
the welcoming addresses, Supreme 
Knight Edward T. Hearn, of South 
Framingham, Mass., read his annual re- 
port. He said the year 1904 might be 
looked upon as one of the most success- 
ful, sixty-six new councils having been 
instituted since January |, an average 
of twelve new councils a month, which 

breaks all former records.

Clubs Would Not Be Sought More 
Eagerly if of Gold. 

World’s Fair Grounds, St. Louls, June 
7.—The National Association of Chiefs 
of Police continued the sessions of their 
annual convention at the world’s fair 
grounds today. 

“If policemen’s cJubs were gold instead 
of hickory, there would not be greater 
rivalry for them,”’ declared Chief of Po- 
lice Frank O'Neill, of Chicago.

urgent need for reforming North Caro- 
lina’s divorce laws. The divorce laws of 
this state were stated during the last 
session of the legislature by a member of 
that body to be as lax as those of South 
Dakota. Bishop Cheshire expresses the 
belief that the cogvention will take very 
positive action as to the need for reforma- 

tion of the law.

COMPTROLLER GENERAL 
MAKES ANNUAL REPORT 


OMPTROLLER GENERAL WII- 
LIAM A. WIGHT’S annual report 


Re came from the press yesterday and 


is being distrfouted wmong the state 
Officials and others interested. 
Comptroller General Wright deals first 
with the condition of the treasury up to 
Devember 31, 1903, and then with the 
returns of taxable property from 1880 to 
1903, showing the increase to be from 
$251,424,651 in 1880 to $504,617.947 in 
1903. The increase of 1903 over 1902 was 
$37,307,301, of which $14,218,979 came 
from the franchise tax. 
The comptroller general strongly urges 
legislation looking to equality of tax- 
ation. Under tf present system there are 
inequalities in many sections of the state. 
The comptroller general says but little 
personal property evér gets on the tax 
books, and that something should be done 
to reach it. Stocks in. foreign corporations 
held by citizens and by corporations in 
this state, he says, should be taxed, but 
the owners claim that there is no Geor- 
gia statute under which a return of such 
property can be required. This item of 
property, he says, would add several mil- 
lions to Georgia’s taxable values, 
The latter part of the report deals with 
the insurance companies, the comptroller 
general being also insurance commis- 
sioner. 
On the subject of laws relating to tax- 
ation of corporations the comptroller gen- 
eral Says: ' 
“There are a large number of foreign 
corporations engaged in different lines of 
business in this state having little if any 
tangible property from which any taxes 
ure @erived, and which pay neither an 
ocupation nor francnise tax, such as is 
required in many states, and therefore 
enjoy the protection of our laws without 
contributing anything to the revenue of

Mare Testimony. 

We note in some quarters a truly 
lamentable disposition to keep alive 
the controversy over the capture of 
San Juan hill by The Rough Rider. 
Despite The New York Sun’s kindly 
efforts to remove all doubt by mar- 
Shaling an array of witnesses, includ- 
ing Colonel Roosevelt, himself, to 
prove that he feally did lead a charge 
up some hill other than that of the 
sugar kettles—apparently a sufficient 
warrant for the much exploited Hero- 
of-San-Juan-hill claim—The Washing- 
ton Post continues to raise its voice 
in doubt, and here and there are to be 
found officers and men of the regular 
army who persist in saying that not a 
single Rough Rider, not even The 
Rough Rider himself, had a part in 
that famous charge. 

The latest bit of evidence brought 
forward by these regulars with which 
to sustain their contention is a. copy 
of the inscription placed by the Socte- 
ty of Santiago over the fragment of 
the flag that floated over’ Fort San 
Juan, thé capture of which was the 
object of that famous assault. That 
bit of flag is now in the proud posses- 
sion of the Society of the Veterans of 
the Spanish War. The _ inscription 
reads: 

A fragment of the Spanish flag which 
floated over Fort San Juan, the key and 
stronghold of the defenses of Santiago 
de Cuba, captured from General Toral by 
the Sixth, Eighth, Thirteenth, Sixteenth 
and Twenty-fourth regiments of United 
States infantry, aided Dy the Second, 
Tenth and Twenty-first regiments of 
United States infantry. The Seventy-first 
regiment of New York volunteers was also 
present, 

The fort was assaulted, captured and 
held by the first division of the first 
army corps, Brigadier General J. kort 
Kent, afterwards major general of United 
States volunteers, commanding, 

Not one word of the First regiment 
of the volunteer cavalry—the “Rough 
Riders.”” The volunteers of the Sev- 
enty-first New York.were “also pres- 
ent,” but according to official record 
not one man of that gallant crew, 
ostensibly commanded by Wood, but 
in reality, by Roosevelt, took part in 
the charge that broke the back of 
Spain. 

All of which serves only to compli- 
cate things. Can it be expected of us 
to believe these ordinary Soldiers who 
just happened to be on the scene 
rather tharf ‘the distinguished army of 
witnesses who stamped Colonel 
Roosevelt the “Hero of the Charge of 
San Juan?”

Burton Will Not Be Missed. 

Circumstances over which he ha3 
no control. will make it impossible for 
Senator Joseph Ralph Burton, of Kan- 
sas, who was prominent among the 
seconders of Theodore Roosevelt's 
nomination at the Philadelphia conven- 
tion, to serve in similar capacity at 
Chicago this year. The courts in their 
rudeness have pronounced this emi- 
nent republican statesman a criminal.

Kuropatkin’s Expectations. 

Those eminent Russian prophets 
who told their fellow-subjects of the 
czar that as soon as General Kuropat- 
kin reached the front it would be all 
over with the Japanese but the shout- 
ing, are now busying themselves at 
St. Petersburg in stirring up dissatis- 
faction with that veteran fighter for 
his alleged inactivity. 

These are the people whose boast it 
was that the peace treaty at the end 
of hostilities would be signed at Tokio 
where the hosts of the czar would be 
present as conquerors. It may be that 
the treaty will be signed at Tokio, but 
if so the emissaries of the czar will 
occupy relatively the same position 
that old Li Hung Chang did when he 
was compelled to go to Shimoneseki 
to get the best terms he could fer 
humiliated China atthe end of the 
Chinese-Japanese war. 

As for Kuropatkin, he is soldier 
enough and philosopher enough to 
have anticipated the present wave of 
discontent on the part of non-fighting 
Russian officialdom. Before starting 
to the front this veteran of many 
bloody battles confided to a friend: 


The first month the people will say that 
I am inactive; the second that I am in- 
capable, and the third that I am a trait- 
or, for we are certain by then to have 
sustained defeats. 

The first charge is now being freely 
made at the Russian «apital. Both 
the second and the third will follow 
as surely as the forces under Kuro- 
patkin sustain defeat at the hands of 
the Japanese, as now seems inevitable. 
If the result is a wave of popular dis- 
content with Kuropatkin which will 
temporarily dim the luster of his 
previous career, nobody will be sur- 
prised. It is the penalty of defeat. 
Smarting under the humiliation, the 
Russian people will vent their criti- 
cism upon the man in actual command, 
as other peoples under similar circum- 
stances have done in the past. 

But Kuropatkin’s place in military 
history is secure so far as the rest of 
the world is concerned. Outside of 
Russia it is clearly understood that 
he has been called upon to perform 
the impossible, and with miserably 
poor material. If, as he thinks, he is 
bound to sustain serious reverses, the 
world knows that the responsibility 
belongs not to him, but to those near 
the throne who brought about this war 
when their country was in no sense 
prepared for it. And of these, Alexieff 
is the chief offender.

Graduates. 

Editor Constitution: in your? interest- 
ing list of the officers of the United 
States army who resigned and joined the 
confederate forces in 1861, there are two 


errors: 
There was no person on ® register of 
that time named James H. Hollinquist. 
The following is the record of “Stoune- 
wall Jackson" (Thomas Jonathan Jack- 
son): Born in Virginia; brevet second 
lieutenant first artillery July I[, 16846; 
second Heutenant March 3, 1847; first 
lieutenant August, 1847; resigned Fepru- 
ary !'9, 1852; brevet captain August 2U, 
1847, for gallant and meritorious conduct 
at Contreras and Churubusco; brevet 
major September 13, 1847, for gallant 
and meritorious conduct at Chapultepec. 
The other records are correct. All of 
the officers in your Hist were graduates 
of West Point except Lewis A. Armis- 
tead; he was born in North Carolina, 
and appojnted to the army from civil 
life, from Virginia, in 1839.

Walker Not Wayne. 

Editor Constitution: Theearticle in The 
Constitution of June 2. which was repro- 
duced from The Washington Star under 
the heading “They Fought for the 
South,” contains an-error that does geri- 
ous injustice to one of the most daring 
and heroic officers who served on either 
side during the civil war. He was a 
Georgian and fell In one of the battles 
arcund Atlanta. I refer to Major Gen- 
eral William Henry Talbot Walker, who 
was a major in the Tenth United States 
infantry, and resigned December 20, 
1860, to enter the confederate service. 

Captain and Brevet Major Henry C. 
Wayne, referred to as the first officer to 
resign from the regular army to enter 
the Confederate States army, sent in 
his resignation eleven days later on the 
last day of 1860. 

Another serious error is the statement 
that “Stonewall’’ Jackson was a first 
lieutenant in the Eighth infantry, and 
resigned April |, 1861. LAeutenant ‘lI. J. 
(‘Stonewall’) Jackson resigned Febru- 
ary 29, !852, and was at that time a 
professor in the Virginia Military insti- 
tute, which position he held in 186}, 
and but for his death would have re. 
sumed—to use his own words—‘‘at the 
close of hostiiities.”’ 

The statement that Longstreet’s son is 
a captain in the Thirteenth United States 
cavalry is a notch too high, as James 
Longstreet, Jr., is only a first Neutenant.

G Many boys say they would like 
to have an education, but have no 


S money. 


I wish to say to these boys on the 
farm and in the shops that a college 
course is in their reach if they put 
forth sufficient energy and will to have 
an education. After the civil war, cir- 
oumstances prevented thousands of our 
young men from going to school, but no 
such hindrances confront the youths of 
today. One of the most prominent young 
men in sfuth Georgia started to college 
after he was twenty-one. He borrowed 
$100 a year from the Brown fund, lived 
on the plainest food, worked during the 
summer, got some help from his college 
mates who saw his worth, won his di- 
ploma and began the practice of law 
$600 in debt, but with the best education 
of any young man in his county. He has 
paid back the debt, is in comfortable cir- 
cumstances and is solicitor general of his 
circuit. Was it not better to enter bus!i- 
ness life In debt with a good education, 
than to go through life handicapped by 
lack of preparation? 

When men see a young man of worth 
struggling for a college course, they are 
willing to lend him @ helping hand. Al- 
exander Stephens helped over fifty young 
men in this way. Fully a third of the 
boys at the state university are work- 
ing and paying their own way. I Know a 
young man from Rabun, twenty-four 
years of age who wants to learn all he 
can about agriculture and horticulture as 
well as the other subjects of a liberal 
education. He boards with the profes- 
sor on the college farm at $7 a month

and gets ten cents an hour for looking 
after the feeding and milking of the 
dairy herd. There is room for another 
boy with him. 

About sixty bovs have earned extra 
money in the university printing office. 
Several boys teach five months and go 
to college seven, studying at night to 
keep up with their classes. Some young 
men make money on the typewriter and 
by doing stenographic work; two are 
selling stationary and books; some earn 
extra money coaching boys who are be- 
hind with their work. One yOung man 
éarns money working in a barber shop 
on Wednesday and Saturday afternoons, 
when there are no college duties. And 
these boys are as much respected as any 
boys in the university. 

There are a hundred ways a boy may 
work his way through college, It Is easier 
now than ever before, with free dormito- 
ries and boagd at $8 a month.

Park Commissioners Will Meet 


in Regular Session Today, 


&trictures Passed Upon the Board 
Will Doubtless Make the Ses- 
sion the Liveliest in the 
History of the Pres- 
ent Board, 


The board of park commissioners will 
meet this afternoon at 3 o’clock in/the 
office of Mayor Howell. Because of the 
harsh things said about the alleged in- 
activity of the board, not only by mem- 
bers of council, but by members of file 
park board, it is probable that it will be 
the liveliest session that the present park 
commissioners have ever ‘held. 

Councilman Holland will this afternoon 
present to the board a resolution pro- 
viding for the immediate expenditure of 
$1,000 for the purchase of animals for 
the Gress zoo. Because of the condition 
of the zoo at Grant park it is believed 
to be entirely probable that this resolu- 
tion will be adopted. It will, however, 
doubtless be considerably discussed be- 
fare it is carried. 

The strictures upon the board of park 
commissioners during the session of 
council] last Monday afternoon were very 
much discussed yesterday. Dr. W. B. 
Armstrong, the president of the park 
board, was an early caller at the office 
of Mayor Howell. He stated to the may- 
or that the flowers are prettier than 
usual, the walks are in good condition, 
the roads have been improved and the 
park board is anxious to make Grant 
park attractive. 

Regarding the music,at the park, Dr. 
Armstrong said: 

“The street railway company, I under- 
stand, receives 30 per cent of the re- 
ceipts of the attractions at Ponce de 
Leon in addition to the money from 
etreet car fares. The company is there- 
fore trying to take everyhody to Ponce 
de Leon. The officers have refused to 
help pay for the music at Grant park and 
consequently there will be no musie. 

‘"‘Wle can’t undertake to spend the 
money of the city for music at the park, 
ef course. That would be wrong and 
very unwise.” 

There js a difference of Opininn, how- 
ever, regarding the spending of the city’s 
money for music. Some members of 
council are of the opinion thar it is nof 
necessary to purchase only lawn mow- 
ers, mules and machines with the money 
of the city, but that it should be spent 
in making the park attractive to the 
people, and if music during the week 
and live animals instead of stuffed ones 
in the zoo are attractive, the money 
shoulda be spent for them, instead of re- 
turning $2,500 to the municipal govern- 
ment, as was done ast year. : 

During the meeting of ‘the park board 
this afternoon Councilmay Amorous wil] 
present a resolution which will provide 
that the affairs of al] the city parks be 
turned over to Ma&ior Livingston Mims, 
formerly mayor of Atlanta, who is 
known to be a lover of flowers and birds 
and pets. Some members of the park 
board, however, are opposed to allowing 
Major Mims to do thelr work and the 
resolution of Councilman Amorous may 
meet with opposition. 

Certain it is that !t will be a very 
lively session of the park board this aft- 
ernoon, and for once all members of the 
body will probably answer the roll call.

The mén in New York and @utside of 
that state who have been holding up 
Hill as a bogey man with which to scare 
the ¢ountry ought to realize by this tffhe 
that their efforts in this direction are 
not going to succeed for two very sub- 
stantial reasons. The first of these is 
that Hill himself is not in disfavor with 
the democratic masses or the democratic 
politicians outside of New York, with 
but few exceptions. The other. and more 
substantial reason, is that nobody who 
knows Judge Parker—and although he 
has been pictured as an unknown quan- 
tity a very great many democratic lead- 
efs do know him—wil! believe for an in- 
stant that he will permit himself to be 
qominated, should he reach the presi- 
dency, by any orfe man or any set of 
men.

Uncertain Quality. 
Judge Parker i an uncertain polit- 
ical quantity. That he has kept himself 
free from thei differences of the past 
elght years does not mean that he is a 
novice. He is nothing of the sort. He 
has had good, practica) training in active 
politics, and it hag been training in or- 
ganization lines. 

The fact is that those who have been 
brought into intimate contact with Judge 
Parker during the past two years have 
been more impressed by the political side 
of his make-up than by the judicial. In 
other words, while he does not strike a 
man as possessing the personality usual- 
ly associated with a great judge, he does 
give the impression of befng a politician, 
using his word in its best sense. A good 
lawyer and an excellent judge, no doupbt; 
his record shows that. But a good pol- 
itician, too. 


Not an 


Juage Parker that ff, as leader of his 
party. he is elected to the presidency, he 
will respect the democratic organizations 
everywhere, and will do everything in his 
power to hold together and bDhild up the

Knows What’s Going On. 
He is not the man of Hill, not the man 
of any other leader, and not the man of 
any clique. : 
Judge Parker himself is quoted as hav- 
ing said: 
or prize the friendship of Mr. Hill. I 
am very glad to have him among my 
supporters and identifie® with the same 
party as myself, but | am not his man.” 
Those who know Judge Parker most in- 
timately are strongest of the opinion tnat 
he would not permit himself to be used 
by Mr. Hill or Mr. Anybody Else to 
further their plans should these make In 
any way for perty discord. 
While it is true, of course, that Mr. 
Hill was most active factor in shaping 
the action of the Albany convention, 
there never was a time when Judge 
Parker himself was: not in closest touch 
with the proceedings thére; and it was 
he why bronght abont the recognitiqn of 
Tammany upon the delegation from tne 
state at large when Mr. Hill had de- 
clined to grant the demand of the Tam- 
many committee headed by Senator Vic- 
tor Dowling, who aske@® nothing more 
than finally camc to them. It was Judge 
Parker, and not Benator Hill, who drait- 
ed the platform which was adopted, 

Often in the Big City. 

Since the Albany convention, Judge 
Parker has devoted much of his spare 
time to personal direction of his @®m- 
paign. He is, of course, an active can- 
didate. in thfs role he deems it perfect- 
lv proper for him to give his personal 
attention to his political affairs, and it 1s. 
He is not talking for two reasons; One 
of these is that he deemg such a course 
would not be proper In a man hoiding 
high judicial position; the other is that 
there is no real reason for his breaking 
into print. He is a democrat who has 
given consistent support to his party, 
and that is all the democrats of the 
country desire.to know. 

Judge Parkef’s Closest political friend is 
former Lieutenant Governor Sheehan. 
Sheehan, who -formerly lived in Buffalo, 
is now a Highly successful corporation 
lawyer in New York city, and has a 
handsome home there.. Since the Albany 
convention Judge Parker has made fre- 
quent visits to the blg city, stopping 
usually with Mr. Sheehan, and at the 
latter’s home has had a number of con- 
ferences with the other men who are 
active in supporting his candidacy. in 
other words, he is personally superin- 
tending or supervising the canvass being 
made in his behalf. 

Sheehan and Folk. 

Naturally, among the many otner 
things which have been discussed at 
these conferences has been the question 
of a running mate. Sheehan has gone 
out to St. Louis to confer with Joseph 
Folk to see if the young prosecuting 
attorney who {s slated for the governor- 
ship of his state will not consent to be 
nominated for vice president. 

Of course if Judge Parker is nominat- 
ed, the vice presidential nominee will 
come from somewnere in the middle west. 
Ordinarily a man from Missvuri would 
not be considered as that is, or ought 
to be, safely democratic; but Folk has 
become a national figure because of his 
activity in prosecuting the boodlers, and 
the politicians of New York believe he 
would be particularly strong as a vice 
presidential candidate on this account. 
Hence the Sheehan visit. 

Those close to Folk say he is pertectiy 
sincere in his declaration that he would 
not consent to have his name considered 
by tne national convention, and they do 
not think it possible that Mr. Sheehan's 
efforts, however eloquent and seductive 
the blue-eyed New Yorker may be. will 
swerve the Missourian from his decision. 
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Talk of Marshall Field. 
In this connection tNMere is a revival 
of the talk about Mrashall Field.

In behalf of the selection of Mr. Field, 
it is argued that while he may have had 
but little active connection with politics, 
his standing among the business men of 
the country would prove of much value 
to the ticket. Particularly, they think, 
in Ilinois, Indiana, Michigan, Wisconsin 
and other states of the middle west, wher, 
the name of Marshall Field ig & house- 
hold word. 

But beyond any local effect, they con- 
tend that the selection of a business 
man, such as Field 1s. would promote 
confidence on thé part of the business 
men of the country, which would be of 
great value in the election. As to the 
wisdom of such a nomination, they point 
to the nomination of Levi Pp. Morton, 
Harrison’s running mate in 1888. 

The situation in Mr. Field's own state, 
Illinois, fs just now highly interesting. 
On Sunday there was a round-up of the 
anti-Harrison democrats at the Sherman 
house, at which the question whether the 
state convention should be permitted to 
indorse the presidential candidacy of Mr. 
Hearst was discussed. A good many of 
those present, in fact, most of them, be- 
lang to what is known as the anti-Heast 
faction, but they are first of all against 
Carter Harrison. 

In the contest for state convention del- 
egates, the Hopkins crow& made an al- 
liance with the Hearst people in order to 
wrest control from Harrison. Most of 
these Hopkins people affiliated with the 
gold faction in 1896, many of them supe. 
porting Palmer and Buckner, John Hop- 
kins was one of these. An alliance with 
Hearst looked like an unholy alliance 80 
far as principle was concerned, but prin- 
ciple cut little figure when it came to 
the control of the organization, and the 
deal went through all right. 

On Sunday the out of town representa- 
tives of this element met with Hopkins 
to see whether the terms of the deal 
should be respected so far as Heast is 
concerned. The Hopkins people said thera 
had been a distinct understanding with 
Hearst as the result of which they were 
Victorious in the city primaries, and that 
from their standpoint the deal would be 
respected. That settled it. This means 
that Illinoiss will indorse and probably 
instruct for Hearst. 


Payne Out of it Entirely. 

Postmaster General Pa yne has confided 
to Jim Henry of The Philadelphia Prese 
that he does not expect to be republican 
national committeeman. A 
This is important only tn showing tha 
Payne has finally been made to realize 
that he cannot use the national commit- 
tee in his, efforts to down the LaFollette 
faction in Wisconsin. In Washtgton 
Payne has at no time recently been con- 
sidered seriously for the national] chair- 
manship. When he wags taken into the 
cabinet it was with the distinct under- 
standing that he should succeed Hanna 
as chairman. He acting chairman 
and he was made postmaster Zzeneral in 
order that he might become the pres!- 
dent’s personal political manager. 

But the postoffice department: disclos- 
ures settled him. He said he could not as- 
sume the chairmanship because of his 
health, which is bad, but since the sensa- 
tional division among the republicans of 
his state he has been anxious to get 
the place in order that he might be In a 
position to do up Goveinor LaFollette. 
He, Senators Spooner and Quarles, and 
Congressman Babcock, who is chairman 
of the republican congressional commit- 
teee, are the most prominent figures in 
the ranks of the “stalwarts’’ who are 
fighting LaFollette to the death. 

Somebody is going to political death as 
the result of this division, but from 
present indications it will not be LaFol- 
lette, who is the shrewdest politician in 
his state and who has the strongest po- 
litical machine of any one man in any 
une state in this union.

Delaware and Judge Gray. 

In accordance with his own wish. the 
democrats of Delaware have not adopted 
explicit instructions in behalf of Judge 
George Gray whom they would like to 
see nominated for the presidency, but 
they will present his name as that of 
Delaware's favorite son. There are two 
factions in Deleware, that headed by 
former Senator Kenney being in all local 
matters antagonistic to Judge Gray, but 
the judge is undoubtedly the big man of 
the state and is so regarded by the peo- 
ple. The support which the Blue Hen 
delegates give to him will be hearty and 
sincere. 

But if conditions at the convention are 
such as to make Judge Gray a possibility 
it will be due rather to the national 
prominence of the man than to any sup- 
port which his own state is able to give 
him. Six is not a very big nucleus 
around which to build a presidential 
boom. 

It is a fact, however, that a good many 
leading democrats look upon Judge Gray 
as one of the best possible men to nom- 
inate. To the objection that he supported 
Palmer and Buckner in 1896 !s presented 
as an Offset the hearty support he gave 
the national ticket in 1900. In dealing 
with convention conditions it will not do 
to lose sight of the fact that a good 
many of the delegates are men who surf- 
fered arf attack of cold feet in 1896. 

Judge Gray is undoubtedly presidential 
size and he is certainly in as good stand- 
ing as Mr, Olney against whom there 
seeems no general disposition to lift the 
curtain that hides the differences of the 
past.

MEMORIAL BOARD 


COMPLETES WORK 


Nineteen Confederate Cemeteries 
Were Located. 


Few Are Willing To Transfer Prop- 
erty to the State—Larger Cities 
Oppose the Plan — Total 
Number Buried in Geor- 
gia, 17,267, 


The confederate memorial board ap- 
pointed under the act of the legislature 
approved August 15, 1903, for the pur- 
pose of gathering information relating to 
confed@rate burial grounds in all parts of 
the etate and determining whether or 
not such grounds would be given to the 
state, provided it should decide to take 
proper care of them, has just made its 
report to the governor. 

This board is composed of Captain W. 
D. Edlis, of Atlanta, chairman; J. Gid 
Morris, of Marietta, vice chairman: J. 
O. Waddell, secretary; William 8. Shep- 
herd and Robert A. Nisbet. 


Pursuant to the terms of the act the 
board entered into correspondence with 
those having charge of confederate burial 
grounds in all parts of the state, and 
sought all kinds of information regarding 
them. 

Reports were received from nineteen 
points where there are confederate burial 
grounds, and others were received from 
various places where only two or three 
soldiers are buried. 

A summary of the reports received fol- 
lows: ; 
Americus, Sumter County—Lot within 
public cemetery containing 125 graves. 
City and memorial association are unwill- 
ing to transfer to state without specific 
guaranty. 

Atlanta, Fulton County—Lot within pub- 
lic cemetery containing about 9,000 con- 
federate graves. Title is in Ladies’ Me- 
moria] Association, which desires to re- 
tain the grounds until the present or- 
ganization ceases to exist. 

Augusta, Richmond County—There are 
340 confederate graves. Title is in me 
morial association, which does not wish 
to transfer to the state. 

Cassville, Bartow County—There are 
300 confederate graves. Title to land is 
The United 
Daughters of the Confederacy and me- 
morial association desire the state to take 
charge of the graves. Hawks is willing 
to sell the land. 

Calhoun, Gordon County—Number of 
graves 450. Title to land is in Miss Mary 
A. Green. of 25 Currier street, Atlanta, 
Ga. Memorial association desires the 
state to take charge of the grounds. 
Columbus, Muscogee County—Number 
of graves 562. Title to land is in the 
city of Columbus. Further informa- 
tion is wanted before control is given to 
the state. 

Covington, Newton County—Number of 
graves 72. Title ta land is in the city 
of Covington, which would not be willing 
to deed to the state without more specific 
information as to what would be done. 
Daltcn, Whitfield County—Number of 
graves 400. No report as to whether 
state could secure control. 

Dalton, Whitfleld County, Outside City 
of Dalton—Number of graves 4!. Title 
to land in Mrs. Elizabeth West, who 
is willing to deed to the state. 

Forsyth, Monroe County—Number 
graves 300. Title to land is in R. T. 
Asburye Mt, Asbury and the memorial 
association greatly desire the state to 
take charge. 

Greenesboro, Greene County—Number of 
graves 45. Title to land is in city of 
Greenesboro, which is amxious to trans. 
fer to the state, A 

Griffin, Spalding County—Number of 
raves 500. Title is in Ladies’ Memoria} 
Association. Opinion as to the state tak- 
ing charge is divided. 

Kingston, Bartow County—Number of 
graves 360.4 Title to “land in town of 
Kingston. emorial association desires 
the state to take charge and town au- 
thorities would probably be willing to 
make title to the state. 

LaGrange, Troup County—Number of 
graves 300. Title to land is in city of 
LaGrange. Authorities are not deter- 
mined as to state control, but need 
help. 

1 Bibb county—Number of graves 
604. Title to land is in city oO» Macwn, 
which is unwilling to transfer to the 
state. 

Marietta, Cobb County—Number _ of 
graves 3,000. Title to land is in Ladies’ 
Memorial Association. They do not wish 
to deed to the state, but will do so if 
perpetual protection is promised and the 
right given to hold annual exercises on 
the ground. 

Savannah, Chatham County—Number of 
graves 700. Title to land in city of Sa- 
vannah. No change needed or desired. 

Washington, Wilkes County—Number of 
graves 73. If state makes appropriation 
memorial association wants its share. 

Waynesboro, Burke County—Number of 
graves about 20. Title in city of Waynes- 
boro. Graves under control of memorial 
association. Would be willing to deed to 
the state. e« 

In addition to the foregoing the me- 
morial board has had reports of. the iso- 
lated burial of one, two and sometimes 
three or more confederate soldiers in 
private burial] grounds, and where there 
is danger of neglect if not final oblit- 
eration of the grave. 

A statement of the number of confed- 
erate dead buried in the state, su far as 
the reports show, is as follows: 

Marked with marble headstones.... 7,528 
Marked with wood.. re 45 
Unmarked (estimated).. .. .. .. .. 1,694 
Unknown and unmarked, soldiers 

whose graves cannot be distin- 
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The board then goes into details with 
regard to the graves of the unknown 
dead, in some cases many having been 
buried after battles without identification, 
and in others without the graves being 
marked at the time so that all trace of 
identification was lost. 

The board then says: 

“We fing that the Ladies’ Memoria] Ae- 
sociation as a rule have cared for the 
confederate dead so long that the burial 
spots are interwoven with their lives and 
they do not care to part with control. 
They want help, but they pray no com- 
mand to surrender. 

“We suggest, and respectfully recom- 
mend, that some fit and proper person 
be appointed by the governor, or by 
this board, to visit each cemetery in the 
state, to make tabulated statements of 
thelr condition, and the exact cost of 
putting those in a state of decay or neg- 
lect—if any—in good condition. 

“It would be hard to make any iron- 
clad rule beca..se what would be good 
for one locality might be bad for an- 
other. We believe that for a few hun- 
dred dollars sieh an exaintiation could 
be made, ang that for a few thousand 
dollars the graves of all confederate dead 
could be put in such good condition that 
it would be unnecessary for the state 
to do more for some years to come. An 
appropriation of $5,000, or so much there- 
of as may be necessary, to be expended 
under the direction of the board, with 
the approval of the governor, would ac- 
complish the result indicated. Out of the 
$250 appropriated by the act of August 
15, 1903, only $75.72 has been expended 
for actual expenses of mem ers who were 
compelled to attend meetings in Atlanta, 
and a small amount necessary for the 
payment of clerical work, stationery aua 
postage incurred in making investigation, 
ves 5% of reports and the report.of the

Demonstration of Marconi System Is 
Now in Progress in 
Atlanta. 

While a Marconi transmitter at one 
end of a hall¢in the Prudential build- 
ing yesterday sent out messages 4 Tre- 
ceiver at the opposite extremity of the 
same hall caught and ticked off the 
messages borne on the ambient ether. 
Thus the first marconigrams ever 
transmitted in the city of Atlanta were 
sent and received. The demonstrat:on 
was in the hands of Robert Grant, 
southern demonstrator for the Marconi 
Wireless Telegraph Company, and rep- 
resentative of the firm of A. J. Mc- 
Bride & Company, Atlanta agents of 


the company. 


The queer looking instruments by 


means of which these messages were 
transmitted without the use of wires, 
were stationed on the tenth floor of the 
prudential building, about 100 = feet 
apart. They fwere objects of curtosity 
for a large number of Prudential build- 
ing tenants and citizens generally. 
Mr. Grant, the demonstrator, arrived 
in Atlanta from New Orleans on Mon- 
day. The object of his visit is to stim- 
ulate interest in the wireless telegraph 
company, whico is now being capital- 
ized for $6,650,000. He will remain in 
the city several days, and give daily 
demonstrations. 

The machinery used is not cumb)rous, 
and rests easily on two small tables. 
But it has a look of its own, and re-

PLEA MADE TO GOVERNOR 
FOR STATE REFORMATORY 


OV ERNOR TERRELL was 
( yawaitea upon by a committce of 
citizens yestérday, and the re- 
quest made that the governor incorpo- 
rate in his message to the iegisiature a 
recommendation for a state reformatory. 
The committee was cOmposed of a num- 
ber of prominent citizens who have in- 
terested themselves in reformatory 
work. 
The governor promised to give the 
matter careful attention and to consider 


the petition made. to him. 

An address to the people of Georgia 
has been issued by Crawford Jackson, 
chairman of the committee on iegisia- 
tion in regard to the state reformatory. 
The address, which will be reaa with 
interest by all who believe that a state 
reformatory should be established, is 
as follows: 

“To the People of Georgia: Is a 
state reformatory needed? To ask this 
question is to answer it. Hardiy any 
one will be bold enough, who is at all 
informed on the subject of criminolo- 
gy, to deny that both the juvenile of- 
fenders, now being criminalized, and 
also the future welfare of society, call 
luodiy for a state reformatory for white 
misguided youths, and a separate de- 
partment for negro minofs and law- 
breakers. 

“Unquestionably these two classes 
have been more sinned against than 
they have sinned, first of all by negli- 
gent parents; in the second place the 
municipality and the state have sinned 
gtill more grievously against them by 
imprisonment and oontact with har- 
dened criminals. 

“Strangely enough ,the policy of our 
legulized system is this: Let au parent 
negiect his child till he becomes guilty 
of some misdemeanor, or in the press of 
temptation a more grievous offense, and 
-—unless perchance the child belongs to 
a family of influence and wealih—the 
city or the state, or both, lay hands on 
that unfortunate child, place him in a 
school of crime, and train him In ‘the 
arts of hell, til] he is more or less a fin- 
ished product. 

“Apart from some occasional mira- 
cles of divine mercy, which take place 
in prison, when brought face to face 
with the facts in hundreds of cases, the 
State .will be forced to acknowledge: 
‘Here is a child I found going wrong 
at a certain time; I have not only pun- 
ished him, but I hand him back a train- 
ed criminal. I have taken the stripes 
from his body; but I have put deeper 
- ly apa abiding ones on his charac-

“The expensee item is the objection. 
But it. should not be, for two reasons; 
Firat, money can never be put over 
against manhood and childhood without 
eternally deplorable results. Who de- 
serves the name of man who is willing 
to damn a boy to save a dollar or even a 
million of them? 

“Second. A state reformatory, properly 
managed, as ex-Governor Candler told 
me this week, would soon prove séif-sug- 
taining. Judge B. B. fAndsey, of Den- 
ver, Colo., quoting from the governor of 
that State, said the juvenile court and 
reformatory system in wenver alone sav- 
ed in cash to the state $88,000 in eighteen 
months. Such Institutions wherever es- 
tablished, and reliable statistics, which 
we cannot here quote, go to show that 
it Is cheaper to save délinquent boys than 
to train and care for adult ¢riminals, 

“Every right minded person in thé state 
admits this sore evil, and deplores it; but 
now for the remeuy. 

“Let some concerned person, man or 
woman, in every coupty tn the state’ see 
at once a second concerned person, talk 
over the matter, see others, call a mass 
meeting. secure two or three of the beat 
speakers in reach; have, if possible, your 
county rpresentative to be one of them:

to one of your representatives and send 
an @xact copy to the unders:gned ior 
proper arrangement with other like pe- 
titfions from. different parts of the state, 
and for the presentation of the whole 
long list to the next legislature, which 
is to convene the g$th of this month. 

“Don't delay. Dont’ wait for some one 
to ask you to act. If you have suffi- 
clent interest, you are. commissioned, 
heavenly-commissioned, to start now, ana 
what better commission and time do you 
want? , 

“If you prefer, write to me for peti- 
tions, and with or without a mass meet- 
ing in the interest Of the movement, have 
the petitions numecrousry signed by male 
and female, following above suggestions. 

“If you can, send us a check for $25, 
$'0 or $5. more cr less, for a gtate cam- 
paign fund, in enmarge or a regularly 
appointed committee, to Rev. A. E. Sed- 
don, secretary. and treasurer, 27 East 
Hunter street, or send to the unaersigned, 
We want as systematically as possible 
to cover the -state with literature and 
sreakers in leading com:nunnmiées. We will 
undertake to furn‘sh some speakers from 
Atlanta wherever desirable, 

“We are organized and we mean to 
act. Other mémbers of the committee 
here in Atlanta are Judge W. R. Ham- 
mond, Dr. W. W. Landrum, Hon, John 
Temple Graves, W. Woods White, R. J. 
Guinn, Captain J. W. English, Sheriff J. 
W. Nelms, Judge Clifford Anderson, A. 
P. Stewart and others.

Personallyz Mallock {is one of the most 
popular men in London society. He is 
seén everywhere, and they say jokingiv 
that from the time he leaves London at 
the end of one season until he arrives 
again at the beginning of the next he 
sleeps not a single night at his own ex- 
pense.

BEAR HUNTING - 
IS DANGEROUS 
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Stories of Fearless Woodmen 
~ Who Have Been Slain 
in the Wilds. 


In the primeval forests, high up in the 
Arizona mountain ranges, are yet to be 
found almost every species of wild ani- 
mal indigeoous to the Rocky mountain 
region; bear, elk, antelope, deer, moun- 
tain lions (or cougars), mountain sheep 
and a host of smaller animals. The bear 
are of three varieties—silvertip, cinnamon 
and black. Specimens of each have been 
killed weighing as much as !,000 pounds. 
although commonly the silvertip is the 
largest, also the most ferocious, and none 
but old hunters have the fortitude to 
hunt these animals in their haunts far 
from the abodes of men, says The Los 
Angeles Times. 

Old hunters there are in the territory 
who have hunted bear for the past twen- 
ty-five years. Their favorite time of year 
for hunting them is in the fall, when the 
first nipping frosts have caused the mast 
to fall, and bruin, although tp is not 
averse to killing beef and mutton on the 
range, has a particular liking for the 
mast of acorns, pinon nuts and juniper 
berries abundantyon the mountain slopes 
at this season. Also the hunter knows 
that bruin is likely to be very fat and 
will furnish a plentiful supply of meat 
for his hungry dogs and “b’ar grease’ 
for his camp cooking. 

Story of Hunter McCarty. 

Old man McCarty, of Camp Verde, Ari.., 
a grizzled old-timer, was one of the best 
known hunters. For twenty years he 
had hunted bear in the Mongolon moun- 
tains, had killed hundreds of them, vgry- 
ing his vocation by trapping and running 
down mountain lions, for which he was 
paid liberally by the stockmen. With a 
pack of a dozen dogs and armed with a 
dotble-barreled shotvun, heavily charged 
with buckshot, and a long hunting knife, 
he would pack into the mountains every 
fall and return laden with bear peis. 
His method was, after the dogs had 
started the bear, to follow them on horse- 
back across the canvons and ridges until 
bruin stopped tn a thicket or among the 
rocks to fight off his pursuers, when Mc- 
Carty would dismount and, fearlessly ad- 
vancing, would shoot the bear while he 
was occupied with the dogs. If, as-some- 
times happened, 
on sizht, he would walt until bruin 
reared on his hind feet within a few 
yards to “hug’’ him, and then fire the 
shotgun ful! in the bear’s face. If there 
was any. fight left in the bear-after this 
double discharge of buckthot, the dogs 
and hunting knife soon finished him. 

Old man McCarty always hunted alone. 
Never would he have any one accompany 
him, and many of his acquaintances 
prophesied that seme of his hunts would 
be his last. 3ut the old man merely 
laughed. Killing bear had become an 
easy for him as killing rabbits was to 
the average sportsman. In the fall of 
190! McCarty, with his dogs, packed Inte 
the Clear creek country, high up in the 
Mongollons, for his annual bear hunt. A 
wild, rough. country ts the Clear creck 
region, full. of deep gorges. high rnives 
and bear. A few days after his depart 
ure some of his dogs, kadiy bitten, at 
rived at a settlement on the Verde river, 
followed by his riderless horse. Search- 
ing parties at once started, out to find 
the old hunter, but a light snow fell, cov-

ering all the trails, and they returned 
' without finding him. Ten weeks later a 
} party of trappers found his remains In a 
l-canyon on the headwaters of Clear creek. 
| The shotgun, with one barrel blown off

the upper part of his body broken, told 
the story. At last the bears had killed 
thelr most inveterate foe. 


Other Fearless Hunters. 

O’'d man Joyce, of southern Arizona. also 
a famous hunter. met death in a similar 
/ way. In the wilds of the San Carlos 

mountains his lifeless body was touna 
by soine cowboys. He had been drag- 
ged from out a juniper tree and killed 

by a bear. His rifie; a magazine 44- 
caliber winchester, lay at the foot of the 
trem: with one discharged oyrtr$4ge in the 
ere, while the oles of his cowhide boots 
Phad been torn off, showing how desper- 
ately the hunter had clung to his futile 
refuge. 

C. J. Howard lives in the mountains 
near Williams Ari. He hag hunted bear 
for forty years, and, although 82 yeu1rs 
old, went on his annual bear hunt in.the 
fall of 1903. Two years since this old 
hunter and party trapped and shot s¢ven- 
tecn bear in the Cwk Creek country hear 
Williams mountain, one of which. a 
small bear, was killed by Howard him- 
self with onlv his hunting kKnite. 

The Haught brothegs and E. Goswick, 
of Tonto Basin, are also famous hunters 
With their packs of doge they scour the 
south rim of the Mengoilons, which

Over 6 feet tall and weighing a scant 150 
pounds, he follows his dogg in the ¢nase 
on foot with incredible swiftness, always 
keeping them in sight or hearing. He 
has a standing offer of a wager ot 810U 
for a race on foot against any horseman 
ovcr the mountain trail between Payson 
and Flagstaff, Ari., a distance of 100 
miles. It hag never been accepted. 
Habits of the Animals. 

As in all wild animals, curiosity is very 
strong in the bear. An old maie, sur. 
prised in lis haunts, will rise on his hind 
feet and stare at the hunter, and if not 
molested will make off with a shambling 
gait which gets him over the ground gsur- 
prisingly fast. The female, however, 
with cubs, does not hesitate to attack the 
hunter with all the ferocity of a savage 
hog, and his only safety is in kiling 
bruin before she reaches him or rapid 
fight of his “Morse. A wounded bear 
fights ferociously to hig last breath, and 
once a hapless hunter or dog in his em- 
brace his life is crushed out in an instant. 

When the deeps snows of winter fal} 
in_ the high mountains pruin, very rat, 
retires to his den in a cavern in somo 
rocky gorge and sleeps the entire winter, 
stirring out only possibly during a priep 
January thaw. The warm days of spring 
bring him out of his winter quarters very 
Busily he forages, 
and he is not averse to a chance find of 
a dead horse or cow and, if nothing better 
offers, will greedily eat the succulent 
young bunch grass that Bag sprung up 
under the melted winter snows. 


Keeps Correct Time. 

The world’s best timekeeper is said to 
be the electric clock in the basement of 
the Berlin observatory, which was in- 
stalled by Professor Foereter in 1665. It 
is inclosed in an air-tight glass cylinder 
and has frequently run for periods of two 
or three months with an average devia- 
tion of only fifteen-one-thousandths of a 
second.

As a matter of fact, many of them did 
from time to time, ‘‘break their backs,”’ 
and ship owners al] over the world grew 
consequently more and more chary of 
accepting freights to so singular a port. 

Bristol ships, however, were built with 
abnormal solidity, to guard against the 
dangers of grounding, and@.their ownefs. 
the Bristol mercrants, were by no means 


displeased at virtually monopolizing the 
commerce of the ¢ity and driving their 


. tivals elsewhere 


So their stolid inertia prevented docks 
being built or locks being constructed for 
the better part of a century, and all the 
while Liverpool, which, In the reign of 
Queen Anne, had scarcely any shipping 
whatever, was filching the pick of the 
trade that might have been Bristol's, and 
growing in size and importance. 

Everybody knows that Wakefield wus 
once the center of the cloth manufacture 
of Yorkshire. And everybody knows also 
that that distinction now belongs to 
Leeds. 

The reason is to be found in the for- 
mer town's ungeneroug treatment of the 
early inventors of machinery incidental to 
the industry. 

The oldtime mercers of the place clung 
tenaciously to oldtime methods, and could 
not be got to see that a new era had 
been inaugurated. 

And in this suici@a! policy, strange to 
say, they were supported by the great 
majortty of their fellow townsfolk. So 
Wakefifield decayed and Leeds flourished. 

Yet one chance she had, at the eleventh 
hour, to retrieve her position—the chance 
of a lifetime é 

A young man apprcached the Wake- 
field “city fathers’’ with a view to pur- 
chasing a plot of waste public ground by 
the riverside, on which to erect some 
mills, 

The request wag refused. They were 
not going to have the fown polluted with 
smoke, or its restful quietude disturbed by 
the whirr of wheels. 

‘The young man, whose name was Titus 
Salt, went away and built his mills near 
Fripley, on the banks of the Aire, and 
there now stands the large and thriving 
town of Saltaire, named, of course, after 
its founder and its situation.

The town had always had a sorry pcp- 
ulation in this respect. 

So early as 1703, when Queen 
visit roused it to visions- of gaiety and 
prospects of prosperity, complaint was 
made that “the floors of its mean and 
dear lodgings were of boards colored 
brown with soot and sma¢i beer to hide 
tre dirt.”’ 

Afterwdets, under the rule of the anu- 
tocratic Beau Nash, things improved 
somewhat, but visitors still had to pay 
extortionate prices for absurdly | inade- 
quate accommodation. 

When the Isle of Man was discover- 
ed by the holiday seeker, it was to 
Port Erin that that individual's steps 
were first directed. 

But stuck-up, exclusive Port Erin 
would have none of him. The town's 
motto was “‘Port Erin for the Port Erin- 
ites.’ The townsfolk wanted their beach 
and their streets for themselves. And 
they gave the coldest of cold shoulders 
to the invading tripper. 

So the tripper, abashed, turned to 
Douglas, and Douglas stretched out her 
arms to him and treated him so well 
that he returned again and again and 
brought his relatives and his friends 
with him. 

So Douglas waxed wealthy, and has 
become a great _pleasufe city, the name 
and fame of which have been wafted to 
the uttermost ends of the earth.

When a Constitution reporter called at 
the Crane home Mr. B. 8. Crane, father 
of the young lady, appeared and said 
that his daughte could not be seen under 
any circumstances. 

“This entire affair has been very hu- 
miliating to the family,’’ said Mr. Crane, 
“and we do not care for any additional 
notorfety through the Atlanta papers. My 
daughter arrived this afternoon safe and 
sound and we are delighted to have her 


With us again. 


‘““A number of the reports relative to 
the affair have been magnified to a con- 
siderable extent and I assure you there is 
nothing I care to have my daughter give 
out for publication. 

“TIT have letters from Consu! General 
Gowdy in which he denies having given 
out the interviews in the case that have 
been credited to him. He says the matter 
was aired by some Americans who were 
stopping at the same _ hotel with my 
@aughter and who had friends among the 
Paris correspondents. 

“There is absolutely nothing I desire 
printed in this matter,”’ said Mr. Crane 
in conclusion, ‘‘and I would appreciate it 
very much if you would let the entire 
matter drop.”’ 

It will be remembered that several 
weeks ago reports were sent out from 
Paris relative to the abduction of Miss 
Crane by an alleged lord, who gave his 
name as Sir William White. He is said 
to have invited her to take an automobile 
ride into the suburbs of Paris and while 
on the road proposed marriage, saying he 
was violently in love with Miss Crane. 
The young lady said the entire affair was 
so sudden she would have to take time 
to consider. 

At Versailles “Sir William” is said to 
have informed Miss Crane that the auto 
had broken down and that it would take 
some time to have it repaired. He sug- 
gested a lunch at a nearby hotel and 
While there is gaid to have locked Miss 
Crane in a room. That night she escaped 
by means of a window and walked to 
Dreux, about 50 miles fom Paris, where 
she communicated with the American 
consul, who secured her release, ghe hav- 
ing been held, so {t is said, by the town 
authorities, not having money in her pos- 
session with which to pay her way.

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It was stated on good authority yes- 
terday that the Atlanta, Knoxville and 
Nofthern will operate directly between 
Knoxville and this city. on or about Jhly 
|, coming into Atlanta without change of 
cars fiom Marietth over the tracks of 
the Western and Atlantic. The opera- 
tlon of through sleepers between Knox- 
ville and Atlanta some time ago has 
proved exceptionally popular and with 
through service between Atlanta and 
Knoxville, both freight and passenger- 
wise, it is believed that the new direct 
line will mean much for the best in- 
terests of this city. 

This report also created considerable 
talk in connection with the recent op- 
tions secured on the large amount of 
property at West End which it is be- 
lieved is to be used for freight and ter- 
minals of the Louisville and Nashville. 
It was even stated that this was the 
first step to that end, although the de- 
tails of the big property and its ulimate 
uses are being so carefully guarded that 
these details are secrets known only to 
a few of the very highest officials. 

Colonel L. LU. McClesky, division freight 
agent of the Southern railway, looks 
for an unprecedented increase in the ex- 
port of cars of Georgia peaches to the 
north, east and west for this present 
month of June. He even said that the 
preterit outlook was for an exportation 
in the ‘month of June that will almost 
equal the exports in the month of July.

increasing each year and that the crop 
this year, favored both by the grafting 
of early varieties and an unusually good 
season, was in a forfunate position to 
be able to meet this demand. He also 
looked for a higher market in that the 
Georgia peaches had a reputation all 
their own to begin with and were the 
very first in the northern and eastern 
markets. 

Railroad men were agreed that by the 
latter part of this week the fruit season 
would begin in earnest and reports from 
the Fort Valley district were to the ef- 
fect that many cars would be ready for 
shipment by that time.

Dover, Del., June 7.—Contrary to the 
expressed wish of Judge George Gray, 
ihe Delaware democratic stafé conven- 


tion by a unanimous vote today instruct- | 


ed its delegates to the St. Louis national 
convention to present the name of Judge 
Gray to tne convéntion as the choice of 
the Delawre democracy. for president and 
to work for his nomin2tion. 

This action was taken after one of the 
most stormy conventions ever held in the 
state. The leader of the opposition to 
the Gray resolution was former United 
States Senator Richard R. Kenny, who 
Was opposed to the word “instruct” He 
offered a resolution that the delegates 
be “‘requested’’ to place Judge Gray's 
name before the  natioral convention. 
The fight between the Gray and anti- 


| Gray factions became so ¢btter that the 


former paid no attention to Judge Gray’s 
which he asked that the dele- 
gates be not instructed. They fought to 
defeat Kenney and would not listen to 


| anything that his supporters offered. 


Judge Gray's letter was’ written to 
David T. Marvel, of Wilmington. In 't 
Judge Gray expressed his great anxiety 
for harmony in the demorratic party this 
year and held taoat the national] conven- 
tion should be left free to select as can- 
didate for president the strongest and 
most available man. He, therefore, re- 
quested that the delegates selected to 
represent Delaware democrats at St. 
Louis be not bound by instructions, but 
be left free to act as the best interests 
of the democratic party seemed to re- 
quire. 

Judge Gray knew nothing of the action 
of the convention until informed by re- 
porters tonight. In reply to a question 
as to wheter the action of the conven- 
tion would change his attitude, he said: 

“Tl have not changed my attitude at all. 
I am not a candidate for president. The 
instructions were against my expressed 
wishes.”’ 

Hearst Beaten in Colorado. 

Pueblo, Col., June 7.—The democrats of 
Colorado today named an uninstructed 
delegation to the national convention at 
St. Louis. 

The adherents of William R. Hearst 
captured the caucus neld by the second 
district delegates, but when they at- 
tempted in the convention to pass a rés- 
olution instructing for Hearst it was de- 
feated by a vote of 379 to 108.

‘avi Leads for Governor, but 
Result Is Not Settled, 


Florida’s Second Primary for United 
| §$tates Senator and State House 
Officers Occurred Yesterday. 
Governor’s Contest the 
Feature. 


Jacksonville, Fla., June 7.—(Special.)— 
Rieturns from the second democratic 
primary, held in Florida today, are com- 


ing in slowly, though with better dis- 
ratch than characterized the returns 
from the fist primary, May 10. 

In the several counties the ballot Tre- 
mains quite lengthy on account of con- 
tests for county offices, but the general 
interest in the election of course cen- 
ters in the race for senator, that for the 
governorship and congressman from the 
eecond district and for secretary of state, 
The nomination of James P. Taliaferro 
for senator is a foregone conclusion. His 
race in the second primary was a matter 
of form in compliance with the primary 
law. In the first primary with four car: 
didates in the field he lacked only 482 
Votes of having a majority over all. He 
had in the first primary a majority of 
11,000 over his mext opponent, J, N. C. 
Stockton, who opposed him in the pri- 
mary today. ’ 

Owing to rain it is thought that the 
vote today will not be a heavy one, but it 
is known from the returns already in that 
Talaferro is nominated by a safe major- 
ity and that Frank Clark is nominated 
over J. M. Barrs for congress. 

The race between Napoleon Broward 
and Robert W. Davis for governor is a 
matter of doubt. It is thought that Davis 
will win, but it is generally conceded 
that his majority in that event will not 
be a large one. It is claimed even at this 
time by the friends of -Broward that he 
will receive the nomination. The interest, 
therefore at this time is in the race for 
governor, the others being practically 
settled. There seems little doubt that H. 
Clay Crawford will succeed himself as 
secretary of state.

MAY SET ASIDE 
MERGER RATES 


Important Litigation 
Soon Occur in Mis- 
sissippi- 


May 


Jackson, Miss., June 7.—(Special.)j— 
What promis*s to be an important piece 
of litigation to the entire country, and 
especially those sections affected by the 
recent consolidation of railroads, will in 
al] likelihood be the outcome of the reso- 
lution pending before the Mississippi rail- 
road commission prohibiting the Mobile 
and Ohio and Southern failroads trom 
making a joint rate on shipments car- 
ried over bath lines before reaching the 
point of destination. The resolution was 
offered by Commissioner Bradley, and 
has been taken under advisement in order 
to allow the body time to investigate 
the legal points involved. Mr. Bradley 
contends that by reason of the consolida- 
tion of these two roads they are not 
entitled to treat freight originating oj 
one line and ecarried to its destination 
over the other, as a joint freight haul 
as the two roads are in reality one and 
the same.

Washington, June 7.—(Spectal.)—Repre- 
sentative Livingston, of Georgia, has 
come to town with some interesting com- 
ments on the Parker situation in the 
south. He was about democratic cam- 
paign headquarters today and his opinion 
on the democratic outlook was eagerly 
sought by those democratic leaders whom 
the hot weather still finds in town. 

‘Tt seems to me that if the Parker 
campaign is managed rightly there should 
be no difficulty in securing his nomina- 
tion,”’ said Representative Livingston to- 
day, ‘“‘bu. we must consider the fact with 
Hearst holding 200 votes he can probably, 
under the two-third rule, prevent the 
nomination of any one. 

‘It should be remembered that the in- 
structions of the Georgia delegates are 
not ironclad. The delegates are instructed 
to vote for Parker as long as there is a 
‘reasonable probability of his nomination.’ 
A majority of the Georgia delegates can 
turn the vote for any candidate at any 
time. The fight in Georgia was against 
Hearst. Parker was picked out as the 
man who could most surely beat Hearst. 
While the delegation fs for Parker, it is 
in no way against Gorman or Olney, for 
instance.”’ 

When asked what he thought the demo- 
eratic platform would declare for, Mr. 
Livingston replied: 

“Roosevelt will be the issue in this 
campaign and the mare democrats put 
him forward as a man to be beaten the 
better it will be for them. Men are to be 
fhe main thing. People haven't great 
confidence in platforms which. they so 
generally see ignored. Two years ago I 
challenged an audience of republicans in 
New Jersey to point out one promise of 
the republican platform of 1900 that had 
been kept. They couldn't give a reply. 
in men. We 
want a strong, conservative man and 
then we want to make the issue between 
that man and Roosevelt.’’

f Washington, June 7.—(Special.)—The 


death knell of the Hearst presidential 
boom has apparently been sounded. Close 
friends of Mr. Hearst admit that his 
actions clearly indicate that he is out 
of the race for president and out to stay. 
Indeed, there has been very little doing 
among Hearst's followers since Cali- 
fornia, his native state, by an exceedingiy 
close vote, instructed her delegates for 
Hearst. Despite his respectable looking 
chances in Ohio, Mr. Hearst lost there, 
and this, as much as anything else, has 
greatly disappointed the candidate's New 
York friends. It is not believed that 
Hearst can at the most gather in more 
tnan a few stray delegates. 

By some close friends of Mr. Hearst 
it is said that ke realized some time ago 
the absolute hopelessness of his candi- 
dacy for the nominatoin, but that he 
Kept up the racket until after California 
had held it convention and instructed. 
Conservative estimates place the cost 
of Mr. Hearst's campaign thus far ata 
milllon and a half dollars, and the out- 
look is that he will not have more than 
from one hundred and fifty to a hundred 
and sixty votes in the conventoin, so that 
for each one of these he will have paid 
in the neighborhood of $10,000. 

Simultaneously with these misgivings on 
the part of Mr. Hearst’s friends comes 
the news that he has given up the hand- 
some house which he leased in Wash- 
ington last season and that his mother, 
the greatly beloved Mrs. Phoebe Hearst, 
has suddenly withdrawn her contribu- 
tions to the many cNarities which she 


has maintained in Washington and Cali- 
fornia. 

Of course, it is not to be understood 
that Mr. Hearst has withdrawn from 
the race, for his friends are insisting that 
he remain in the contest, but he has 
abandoned all hope of securing the nomi- 
nation. It is expected that when his 
delegates have done their part by him 
by voting for him a number of times 
that they will then lead a stampede to 
one of the numerous dark horses now 
grooming, fdr the nominagion. Mr, 
Hearst's friends say that under no clir- 
cumstances will his votes in the con- 
vention go to Judge Parker, but that 
Mr. McClelland, mayor of New York, 
will stand a good chance of getting Mr. 
Hearst's support in the event that he is 
put forward as a dark horse, the proba-

Friends of Dead Horseman Declare 
He Never Carried a Pistol, While

New York, June 7.—Detee%ves at 
work on the shooting of Bookmaker 
Frank T, Young, which occurred in a 
cab here last Saturday, are slowly 
tracing the history of the revolver 
which caused the horseman’s death. 
Around the Ownership of the weapon 
may revolve the mystery of the whole 
affair. Young’s friends all assert he 
never carried a pistol, and the inti- 
mates of “Nan” Patterson, who was 
with Young in the cab, declare she had 
a horror of weapons. 

The weapon was manufactured in 
Springfield, Mass., and sold in 1898 or 
1899. The firm’s records for those 
years have been destroyed, but the 
dealers express the belief that the re- 
Volver was among a lot shipped to San 
Francisco. If this should prove true, 
the owner may be identified, as four of 
the persons directly connected with the 
tragedy are well known in San Fran- 


cisco. 

A strict search of pawnshops has 
failed to develop any information which 
would lead to the belief that the re- 
volver was purchased in this city. 
James Dooley, a deck hand, is reported 
as having told a strange story regard- 
ing the sale of his revoWer to a strang- 
er in West Broadway, rwar the scene 
of the shooting, a short time before 
Young and Mrs. Patterson passed 
treated him several times in a saloon, 
and on learning he had a weapon pur- 
chased, it, saying he wanted to shoot

Habeas Corpus Hearing. 

A great crowd gathered in the court 
rom when Mrs. Nan Patterson was 
brought before Judge Clarke this after- 
noon on a writ of habeas corpus. The 
prisoner was atCcompanied only by the 
warden of the Tombs prison. When the 
proceedings were begun Coroner Brown 
produced a copy of the affidavit on which 
the woman is held by the coroner. 

Attorney Unger for Mrs. Patterson re- 
ferring to the affidavit said that they 
were confronted by a paper which pur- 
parted to be a return, but was in such 
shane that he doubted that the district 
attorney's office was responsible for it. 
He then demurred formally to the re- 
turn. 

“This looge paper is for a dilatory pur- 
pose,” declared Mr. Unger. “He then 
went into the law as to coroner’s in- 
quests and said that a cor@ner had no 
power to imprison a person accused of 
crime before the inquest, unless the per- 
son was not in custody. 

“In order to enable the coroner to act 
there must be information laid before 
him that a murder has béen committed,” 
said Unger. ‘Or suicide,” interposed Jus- 
tice Clarke. 

Mrs. Patterson never took her eyes 
from her counsel's face ag he was mak- 
ing the argument, but she gave not the 
elichtest indication of nervousness or 
anxiety over the outcome. From all 
her demeanor showed, she might have 
been one of the half dozen women spec- 
tators in the court room. 

Assistant District Attorney Sandford 
said it would be a great pleasure to the 
coroner if he could discharge the woman, 
but he could not unde? the pure ques- 
tion of law. The information had been 
laid before him that a crime had been 
committed. The assistant district at- 
torney went on to describe the wound 
and said that the woman was the only 
one’ who was near the dead man. 

“The pistol was held so close to the coat 
that {t could not have been held by any- 
body but the defendant or the dead man, 
and from the nature of the wuond the 
dead man could not have returned the 
pistol to his aoat pocket,” said Mr. 
Sandford, as he asked the court to dis- 
miss the writ. 

At the close of the arguments Judg2 
Clarke took the papers and said he would 
give his decision at the earliest possible 
hour. The prisoner was taken back to 
the Tombs.

B 
Stevens has just returned from George- 
town, where he witnessed the operations 
of a new cotton chopper which he regards 
as a wonderful machine, 

In speaking of the experiments with 
this machine which he witnessed, Cof- 
missioner Stevens said yesterday: , 

“I have just returned from George- 
town, where 1 went to examine and sce 
work the cotton chopper patented by Mr, 
t. &. Mercer, of nulaula, Ala, 

“Anis ig a wouderius iImaCoiis, and the 
best one i ever saw oI the kind. ‘lwe 
machine is constructed enurely of iron 
and siéel, except the shat. They are 
light enough to be pullea by one muie, 
and Simpie enougn tv be easily operateu 
by any person of ordinary inteligence. 
‘ihe persun using the cotton chopper rides 
and controls it with his hand or toot as 
occasion may require in depth of the 
cut, and can lift the cutters out of the 
ground so that they will not cut at all 
where the stand is broken or irregular. 
The mule walks jn one var furrow wile 
one wheel runs fm the other bar furrow, 
holding the cutters oveg the barred cot- 
ton sO as to make jt cut even and smooth, 
Every time the wheel of the machine 
revolves it measures 113 inches and cuts 
out 96 inches of the 113, Cleaning all 
grass, weeds and cotton.

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POSTAL THIEVES 
WERE ORCANIZED 


Operations Extend Over Georgia, 
Alabama and Carolinas 


Investigation by Inspectors and Pin- 
kertons Disclose Ma&@y Bank 
and Postal Robberies—Mem- 
bers of Notorious Gang 
Now in Jail. 


Raleigh, N. C., June 7.—(Special.)—r'ne 
work of postoffice inspectors and Pinker- 
ton detectives who have been engaged 
in large numbefs during the past year 
in endeavoring to ferret out the perpe- 
trators of postoffice and bank robberies 
In the Carolinas, Georgia and Alabama, 
hag disclosed some very sensational facts. 

Two men, who the officers belleve to 
be members of an organized band, have 
been convicted and jailed in Alabama, 
and three others are in jail in South 
Carolina. One of the men implicated in 
the trial of Charles C. Jones. who was 
found guilty and fined $3,500 for receiving 
and selling stamps known by him to have 
been stolen, is declared to be a notorious 
safe blower and murderer who escaped 
from Alabama. A number of small post- 
office robberies in Georgia have also 


‘been given attention by the officers.

The charge of robbing the postoffice at 
Apex, near Raleigh, last September was 
made and the postmaster there swore 
Jones was in that office the previous 
further, that the postmaster always 
tore off the margins of stamp sheets 
when he got them. Some of the stamps 
which Jones sold to a hotel at Golds- 
boro, at a discount, had no margins. 

Jones on his trial here in the federal} 


court swore he got a quantity of stamps’ 


from James K. Monroe, of Cincinnatt, 
at Raleigh, in October, 1902: that Mon- 
roe. whom he met at Raleigh for the first 
time, said he had been interested in a 
“gvet-rich-quick’’ scheme, but had been 
closed out by the postoffica authorities 
and ‘had a large quantity of stamps on 
hand. Jones said he had been engazed 
in the same sort of a scheme at Rich- 
mond, Va.. but had no trouble in dis- 
posing of the stamps. 


James Monroe Alias Frank Duncan. 

Jones’ attorney, Horace Comfort. of 
New York, now Says Monroe is realty 
Frank Duncan, an escayjed safe blower 
and murderer from Alabama. Jones 
swore that Monroe brought a lot of 
stamps to Goldsboro, which Jones sold 
there to a hotel at a discount. The fact 
that the stamps stolen from the Apex 
postoffice were without margin, as were 
those which Inspector Davis got at Golds- 
boro from the hotel to which Jones had 
sold them, was one of the. features of the 
case. A yet more important fact was 
that the stamps which Inspector Davia 
got from the hotel were of the series of 
1902, and were not issued until Decem- 
ber 9 of that year, as was proved by 
Judge Kelley, of the United States post- 
office department at pot yey os 93 Jones’ 


re 


testimony was that he met Monrog in 
}October, 1902, and then got the stamps, 
whereag it was impossible that Monroe 
could have had these stamps at tnat 
date. 


Band Worked in Several States. 


In the course of the trailing the Inspec- 
tor and detectives found that there were 
a band at work in several states, of 
which two members were Dricoll and 
Callahan, who are now serving long 
terms in jail in Alabama, and that tnree 
others of the gang are in jail in South 


Carolina. The astonishing discovery was 
made that Callahan and Driscoll were in 


a plot not long before last Christmas, to 
“‘do up” five of the richest men in North 
Carolina. To rob them and; if necessary, 
kill, They were also in a plot to rob 
banks. Callahan was tracked to Newport 
News, Va., and to Greensboro and an- 
other North Carolina town. At these 
places they blew safes, all in one week, 
two nights apart. They then found they 
were discovered, hurried to Mount Olive, 
a town near Goldsboro, biew the safes 
of the postoffice and bank there the 
same night, and made a plan to blow the 
postoffice safe at Goldsboro on Christmas 
eve, but were pressed so closely that 
they went south on the Atlantic Coast 
Line, from the vicinity of Goldsboro and 
were picked up in Alabama, where Dri- 
coll had $1,500 hidden in a woman’s 
clog k. 
Epidemic of Postal Robberies. 

Callahan is from Cincinnati, and is of 
good family. Jones’ parents live at Rich- 
mond, but he has been in Goldsboro 
for some time. Last October he operat- 
ed a gambling house at Raleigh, in defi- 
ance of the law, within one block of the 
police wtation. He left North Carolina 
last January, when Inspector Davis be- 
gan his investigation, and, it seems, went 
to New York city. A friend from New 
York went to Goldsboro and took Jones’ 
effects away, and it was given out that 
Jones was gone to Cuba, Mexico and 
Honolulu. Last year there was a re. 
markable amount of cracking of post- 
office and bank safes in this state ut 
this ceased when Inspector Davis began 
to trace these crimes. 

One of the questions now is whether 
other persons at Goldsboro will be in- 
dicted for recetving sseden stamps. In- 
spector Davis has affidavits exactly op. 
posite from the evidence given by some 
of the witnesses there.

Laused BCovering Movement Which 
| Continued All the Forenoon. 


PRICES RULED IRREGULAR 


\Met with Frequent Set-Backs, but 
in a General Way the Market 
Worked Upward, Closing 
23 to 42 Points

New York, June 7.—The cotton mar- 
Ket opened steady at an advance of 2@ 
Dd points on coverfng promoted by rather 
better English cables than expected and 
less favorable weather. The English spot 
market was not particularly encouraging, 
as sales amounted to only 5,000 bales at 
a decline of !4 points, but futures were 
‘considerably better than due and private 
cables were of a bullish tenor, indicating 
the probability of resumption of full time 
among British spinners and a better 
Spot demand in the near future, As for 
the weather, conditions were not bad. 
but there were further rains in western 
sections, where they are believed likely 
to b more harm than good, and altogeth- 
er there was enough of a bullish nature 
in the market to cause shorts some un- 
easiness after the recent sharp decline. 
The weekly crop report at midday was 
thought likely to prove bearish, but was 
sufficiently uncertain to nelp in the cov- 
ering movement which continued all the 
forenoon with Wall street, the south and 
Europe fair buyers. Prices ruled rather 
irregular, meeting with frequent slight 
setbacks under realizing by buyers at the 
low prices of yesterday, but in a gen- 
eral Way the market worked upward, 
The weekly bureau report indicated a 
general improvement in the condition of 
cotton, But mentioning an excess of 
moisture in some sections and darn4ige in 
ortions of Texas from boll weevil was 
ardly as favorable as expected. It had 
little influence on the markct, however, 
but along in the middle of-the afternoon 
reports of a better spot demand and 
jarge exports, chiefly from New Orleans 
to Great Britain, caused a scare of 
shorts and ran July up to 11.58, a net 
gain of 47 points, while October sold at 
9.80 and December at 9.72, net gains 
of 29 to 30 points. About five minutes 
before the close a leading room broker 
representing a Wall street wire hous 
with New Orleans connections became 4@ 
heavy seller, chiefly of August, offering 
that position down about 9 points. The 
other months went off slightly in sym- 
pathy and the list was finally barely 
steady net 23 to 42 points higher, Sales 
were reported of 550,000 bales. 


The New Orleans Cotton Market. 


New Orleans, June 7.—In thé spot cot- 
ton market there was a moderate de- 
mand for spinners and exporters. Offer- 
ing were light. Sales 3,350 bales, in- 
cluding 900 to arrive. Quotations 4c 
higher, 

Futures opened steady at an advance of 
4 to I! points. «sane better fecling was 
suid to be duo to shorts covering on the 
belief that the market wae oversold. In 
the trading July gained 15 points at 
11.40, fel] to 11.38 and finally advanced 
to 11.64, the market closing firm and 
within a point or two of the best figures 
of the day.

- fhe Dry Goods Market. 

New York, June 7.—The dry goods 
market is in the same waiting attitude 
with buyers anticipating some develop- 
ment on the price question. More or 
less export business is in progress, but 
domestic buyer exhibit little interest in 
thi class of goods. The outlook it for 
no immediate improvement, but it is be- 
liev>d that before the summer is over 
a d-cided change will be noted in the 
buyers’ attitude.

| MARKET REVIEWS ; 
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Weekly Summary of Crop Conditions. 


Washington, June 7.—The weather bu- 
reau’s summary of crop conditions 1s as 
follows: 

The week as a whole has been probably 
favorable in the districts east of the 
Rocky mountains. Drought in the south- 
svest and east gulf states has been very 
generally relieved, although more rain 
is needed in portions of Florida and in 
the central and west gulf coast districts. 

CORN.—Over the western portion of the 
corn belt the growth has been checked 
by lack of warmth and sunshine, and it 
ig much in need of cultivation, while in 
the central and eastern districts planting 
and replanting have been delayed by 
rains. In the southern states the general 
condition of corn is promising, although 
rain is needed in the central gulf coast 
districts. 

WINTDPR WHEAT.—Winter wheat has 
suffered somewhat from heavy rains in 
portions of Oklahoma and Misséuri. Else- 
where this crop has advanced favorably. 
Wheat is now heading as far north as 
the central Mississippi valley, harvesting 
being general in the southern states. 

SPRING WHBPAT.—With the exception 
of some wheat fields in South Dakota, 
spring wheat is in very promising condi- 
tion in all districts. 

OATS—Oats have made vigorous growth 
and a general improvement in the condi- 
tion of this crop f indicated in nearly all 
districts. 

COTTON—As a whole there has been 
quite a decided improvement in the con- 
dition of cotton over nearly the whole of 
the belt. The crop has, however, suffe:gd 
geome damage in Oklahoma and Indian 
Territory from overflows and insufficient 
moisture In scattered localities in Louis- 
fana. Rapid growth and a good state of 
cultivation are generally indicated.

Bird Characteristics. 

Among al] the birds of this country 
the hawk and parrot come the nearest 
to using their feetlike hands. Wading 
birds and scratching birds develop a 
very large foot. Birds that are in the 
air most of the time have much more 
delicate feet than those that are on the 
ground frequently. The variety of bills 
is quite as astoundimg as that of the 
claws. The hook.on the end of the bill 
almogt always denotes a bird of prey. 
Flat bills denote fly catching birds— 
kingfishers, herons, ete. The meadow 
lark that is much on the ground has 
strong, stout legs, and the oriole, which 
is more in the air, has slender legs. 
The stiffened tail is not confined to 
woodpeckers and chimney swifts, but 
the bobolink that clings to the long 
grass has also stiffened tail featherg to 
help support the bird upright.
